1. I have discussed with the DDA subject FOIA request 
which deals with the names, backgrounds and circumstances 
of death of those employees honored on the Memorial Plaque. 
Mr. Blake agrees with the preliminary position shared by you 
and me that no data other than the names of those employees 
which are openly recorded in the Memorial Book should be re- 
leased. However, he has asked that prior to advising the 
requester of this position, the Office of Personnel contact 
the Agency component responsible for the personnel involved 
at the times of their deaths and confirm with those com- 
ponents that the circumstances surrounding the death were, 
in fact, such as to warrant exemption under the FOI Act. 

2. It would be appreciated if this review were under- 
taken and the results forwarded to the Chief, Information 
and Privacy Staff.
